SUGGESTIONS  FOR  TREE  PLANTING 


r Order  early.  Plant  promptly  and  succeed. 


IF  you  are  in  doubt  what  to  plant,  write  us  what  you 
have  in  mind  and  under  what  conditions  you  must 
plant,  and  we  shall  be  glad  to  tell  you  the  best  trees 
to  use.  We  will  also  advise  you  as  to  the  grade  of  tree 
needed ; the  more  times  a tree  has  been  transplanted 
in  the  nursery,  the  more  vigorous  and  rapid  growing 
it  becomes,  and  the  more  adapted  to  difficult  conditions. 
The  process  makes  fine  compact  roots  and  a shapely  top. 

HEELING  IN.  Unless  unduly  delayed  in  transit  our 
trees  will  reach  you  very  fresh.  Unpack  promptly  and 
dip  the  roots  in  a thick  paste  of  mud  and  water.  They 
should  then  be  "heeled  in”  singly  or  in  thin  layers,  in 
a trench,  at  an  angle  of  thirty  or  forty  degrees.  This 
means  covering  the  roots  firmly  with  soil  to  shut  out 
the  air  from  them.  The  heeling-in  place  should  be 
cool  and  shady,  such  as  the  north  side  of  a building, 
as  all  drying  winds  and  sun  must  be  kept  from  the 
plants.  If  the  plants  arrive  somewhat  heated,  set  out 
immediately  if  possible;  if  not,  heel  them  in  loosely 
in  a cool  cellar,  taking  pains  to  give  them  extra  air. 
It  is  important  not  to  wet  the  roots  too  much,  in  a 
damp  cellar,  as  this  causes  root  decay. 

THE  HOLE.  Dig  a hole  about  twice  as  large  as  the 
roots  of  the  tree  to  be  planted ; then  fill  in  with  the 
loose  soil,  just  removed,  or  with  better  soil,  till  the 
hole  is  only  large  enough  to  permit  the  roots  to  spread 
out  well.  It  is  best  to  fill  with  good  loam,  as  the  trees 
grow  faster  and  have  a better  color. 

PREPARE  THE  TREE.  Cut  off  with  a sharp  knife 
any  very  long,  superfluous  roots.  In  the  case  of  hard- 
woods with  a strong  taproot,  cut  this  back  about  one- 
third,  making  a downward  slanting  cut.  Before 
planting,  the  roots  should  be  again  thoroughly  soused 
in  a "puddle”  made  of  rich,  fine  earth  or  black  muck 
and  water,  mixed  to  the  consistency  of  ordinary  paint. 
There  must  be  no  exposure  of  the  roots  to  the  sun  or 
drying  winds,  as  plants  are  almost  surely  killed  in  this 
way ; this  is  especially  true  of  evergreens.  Plants  are 
living  things  and  will  die  if  not  given  proper  care. 


PLANTING.  Set  the  tree  in  the  hole  about  one  inch 
lower  than  it  was  planted  in  the  nursery,  as  shown  by 
the  dirt  collar ; this  allows  for  the  settling  of  the  soil. 
Fill  in  around  the  roots  with  the  fine  loam,  and  pack 
down  firmly  by  tamping  with  the  foot.  This  must  be 
done  very  firmly.  Add  about  two  inches  of  surface 
soil,  left  loose  to  act  as  a mulch.  If  the  soil  is  dry 
pour  water  into  the  hole,  which  will  pack  the  soil 
closer  besides  watering  the  plant.  Our  trees  do  not 
need  any  fertilizer,  as  they  are  vigorous  plants  with 
much  vitality  and  splendid  roots,  and  can  take  care  of 
themselves. 

Evergreens  must  never  be  cut  back  at  the  top.  Hard- 
woods may  be  cut  back  by  a skilled  hand  if  the  top 
overbalances  the  root,  or  if  the  growing  conditions 
are  unfavorable. 

SPACING.  The  approximate  spacing  to  secure  forest 
conditions  for  Pines  and  Spruces  is  four,  five,  or  six 
feet  apart  both  ways.  For  Oak,  Ash,  Maple,  etc.,  it  is 
six  or  seven  feet  apart  both  ways.  This  does  not  mean 
measured  spacing,  or  planting  in  rows,  but  merely  an 
approximate  distance.  The  trees  are  planted  in  a nat- 
ural scattered  way.  On  dry  poor  soils  the  closer  spac- 
ing is  used  and  on  richer  soils  the  wider.  We  do  not 
advise  a wider  spacing  than  six  feet  even  for  esthetic 
forest  planting,  as  the  trees  grow  too  large  limbs  and 
do  not  make  rapid  height.  A close  spacing  is  used  for 
windbreaks,  screens  and  borders.  We  will  advise  you 
upon  specific  inquiry.

THE  SHIPPING  SEASON  BEGINS 

Fall— About  the  middle  of  August  for  evergreens.  The  first  of  October 
for  hardwoods,  continuing  until  the  ground  freezes. 

Spring  — As  soon  as  the  frost  leaves  the  ground  (about  the  middle  of 
March),  continuing  until  June. 

The  planting  season  is  determined  not  by  the  state  of  vegetation  where  the 
planting  is  to  be  done,  but  by  the  condition  of  the  trees  to  be  planted. 
So  long  as  they  are  dormant  they  may  safely  be  transplanted.  Plants 
can  be  shipped  to  southern  localities  later  than  would  be  supposed  be- 
cause vegetation  in  Massachusetts  is  dormant  later  than  further  south.
